"33-22-1819. Program plan of operation -- treatment of losses -- exemption ‘rote taxation. (1) Within 180 
days after the appointment of the initial board, the board shall submit to the commissioner a plan of operation and 
may at any time submit amendments to the plan necessary or suitable to ensure the fair, reasonable, and equitable 
administration of the program. The commissioner may, after notice and hearing, approve the plan of operation if 
the commissioner determines it to be suitable to ensure the fair, reasonable, and equitable administration of the 
program and if the plan of operation provides for the sharing of program gains or losses on an equitable and 
proportionate basis in accordance with the provisions of this section. The plan of operation is effective upon written 
approval by the commissioner. 

(2) If the board fails to submit a suitable plan of operation within 180 days after its appointment, the 
commissioner shall, after notice and hearing, promulgate and adopt a temporary plan of operation. The 
commissioner shall amend or rescind any temporary plan adopted under this subsection at the time a plan of 
operation is submitted by the board and approved by the commissioner. 

(3) The plan of operation must: 

(a) establish procedures for the handling and accounting of proerany assets and money and for an annual 
fiscal reporting to the commissioner; 

(b) establish procedures for selecting an administering carrier and setting forth the powers and duties of 
the administering carrier; 

(c) establish procedures for reinsuring risks in accordance with the provisions of this section; 

(d) establish procedures for collecting assessments from assessable carriers to fund claims incurred by the 
program; 

(e) establish procedures for allocating a portion of premiums collected from reinsuring carriers to fund 
administrative expenses incurred or to be incurred by the program; and 

(f) provide for any additional matters necessary for the implementation and administration of the program. 

(4) The program has the general powers and authority granted under the laws of this state to insurance 
companies and health maintenance organizations licensed to transact business, except the power to issue health 
benefit plans directly to either groups or individuals. In addition, the program may: 
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(a) enter into contracts as are necessary or proper to carry out the provisions and purposes of this part, 
including the authority, with the approval of the commissioner, to enter into contracts with similar programs of other 
states for the joint performance of common functions or with persons or other organizations for the performance 
of administrative functions; 

(b) sue or be sued, including taking any legal actions necessary or proper to recover any premiums and 
penalties for, on behalf of, or against the program or any reinsuring carriers; 

(c) take any legal action necessary to avoid the payment of improper claims against the program; 

(d) define the health benefit plans for which reinsurance will be provided and to issue reinsurance policies 
in accordance with the requirements of this part; 

(e) establish conditions and procedures for reinsuring risks under the program; 

(f) establish actuarial functions as appropriate for the operation of the program; 

(g) appoint appropriate legal, actuarial, and other committees as necessary to provide technical assistance 
in operation of the program, policy and other contract design, and any other function within the authority of the 
program; 

(h) to the extent permitted by federal law and in accordance with subsection (8)(c), make annual fiscal year 
end assessments against assessable carriers and make interim assessments to fund claims incurred by the program; 
and 

(i) borrow money to effect the purposes of the program. Any notes or other evidence of indebtedness of 
the program not in default are legal investments for carriers and may be carried as admitted assets. 

(5) A reinsuring carrier may reinsure with the program as provided for in this subsection (5): 

(a) With respect to a basic health benefit plan or a standard health benefit plan, the program shall reinsure 
the level of coverage provided and, with respect to other plans, the program shall reinsure up to the level of 
coverage provided in a basic or standard health benefit plan. 

(b) A small employer carrier may reinsure an entire employer group within 60 days of the commencement 
of the group’s coverage under a health benefit plan. 

(c) A reinsuring carrier may reinsure an eligible employee or dependent within a period of 60 days 
following the commencement of coverage with the small employer. A newly eligible employee or dependent of the 
reinsured small employer may be reinsured within 60 days of the commencement of coverage. 

(d) (i) The program may not reimburse a reinsuring carrier with respect to the claims of a reinsured 
employee or dependent until the carrier has incurred an initial level of claims for the employee or dependent of 
$5,000 in a calendar year for benefits covered by the program. In addition, the reinsuring carrier is responsible for 
20% of the next $100,000 of benefit payments during a calendar year and the program shall reinsure the remainder. 
A reinsuring carrier’s liability under this subsection (d)(i) may not exceed a maximum limit of $25,000 in any 
calendar year with respect to any reinsured individual. 

(ii) The board annually shall adjust the initial level of claims and maximum limit to be retained by the 
carrier to reflect increases in costs and utilization within the standard market for health benefit plans within the state. 
The adjustment may not be less than the annual change in the medical component of the consumer price index for 
all urban consumers of the United States department of labor, bureau of labor statistics, unless the board proposes 
and the commissioner approves a lower adjustment factor. 

(e) A small employer carrier may terminate reinsurance with the program for one or more of the reinsured 
employees or dependents of a small employer on any anniversary of the health benefit plan. 

(f) A small employer group health benefit plan in effect before January 1, 1994, may not be reinsured by 
the program until January 1, 1997, and then only if the board determines that sufficient funding sources are 
available. | 
(g) A reinsuring carrier shall apply all managed care and claims-handling techniques, including utilization 
review, individual case management, preferred provider provisions, and other managed care provisions or methods 
of operation consistently with respect to reinsured and nonreinsured business. 

(6) (a) As part of the plan of operation, the board shall establish a methodology for determining premium 
rates to be charged by the program for reinsuring small employers and individuals pursuant to this section. The

methodology must include a system for classification of small employers that reflects the types of case characteristics 
commonly used by small employer carriers in the state. The methodology must provide for the development of base 
reinsurance premium rates that must be multiplied by the factors set forth in subsection (6)(b) to determine the 
premium rates for the program. The base reinsurance premium rates must be established by the board, subject to 
the approval of the commissioner, and must be set at levels that reasonably approximate gross premiums charged 
to small employers by small employer carriers for health benefit plans with benefits similar to the standard health 
benefit plan, adjusted to reflect retention levels required under this part. 

(b) Premiums for the program are as follows: 

(i) An entire small employer group may be reinsured for a rate that is one and one-half times the base 
reinsurance premium rate for the group established pursuant to this subsection (6). 

(ii) An eligible employee or dependent may be reinsured for a rate that is five times the base reinsurance 
premium rate for the individual established pursuant to this subsection (6). 

(c) The board peredically shall annually review the methodology established under subsection (6)(a), 
including the system of classification and any rating factors, to ensure that it is actuarially sound and that it 
reasonably reflects the claims experience of the program. The board may propose changes to the methodology that 
are subject to the approval of the commissioner. 

(d) The board may consider adjustments to the premium rates charged by the program to reflect the use 
of effective cost containment and managed care arrangements. 

(7) If a health benefit plan for a small employer is entirely or partially reinsured with the program, the 
premium charged to the small employer for any rating period for the coverage issued must meet the requirements 
relating to premium rates set forth in 33-22-1809. 

(8) (a) Prior to March 1 of each year, the board shall determine and report to the commissioner the 
program net loss for the previous calendar year, including administrative expenses and incurred losses for the year, 
taking into account investment income and other appropriate gains and losses. 

(b) To the extent permitted by federal law, each assessable carrier shall share in any net loss of the 
program for the year in an amount equal to the ratio of the total premiums earned in the previous calendar year from 
health benefit plans delivered or issued for delivery by each assessable carrier divided by the total premiums earned 
in the previous calendar year from health benefit plans delivered or issued for delivery by all assessable carriers 
in the state. i 

(c) The board shall make an annual determination in accordance with this section of each assessable 
carrier’s liability for its share of the net loss of the program and, except as otherwise provided by this section, make 
an annual fiscal year end assessment against each assessable carrier to the extent of that liability. If approved by 
the commissioner, the board may also make interim assessments against assessable carriers to fund claims incurred 
by the program. Any interim assessment must be credited against the amount of any fiscal yearend assessment due 
or to be due from an assessable carrier. Payment of a fiscal yearend or interim assessment is due within 30 days 
of receipt by the assessable carrier of written notice of the assessment. An assessable carrier that ceases doing 
business within the state is liable for assessments until the end of the calendar year in which the assessable carrier 
ceased doing business. The board may determine not to assess an assessable carrier if the assessable carrier’s 
liability determined in accordance with this section does not exceed $10. 

(d) An assessable carrier who is not a small employer carrier is not subject to an assessment of more than 
5%_of its underwriting profit on a line of insurance offered by the carrier. 

(9) The participation in the program as reinsuring carriers; the establishment of rates, forms, or 
procedures; or any other joint collective action required by this part may not be the basis of any legal action, 
criminal or civil liability, or penalty against the program or any of its reinsuring carriers, either jointly or 
separately. 

(10) The board, as part of the plan of operation, shall develop standards setting forth the minimum levels 
of compensation to be paid to producers for the sale of basic and standard health benefit plans. In establishing the 
standards, the board shall take into consideration the need to ensure the broad availability of coverages, the 
objectives of the program, the time and effort expended in placing the coverage, the need to provide ongoing service 
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to small employers, the levels of compensation currently used in the industry, and the overall costs of coverage to 
small employers selecting these plans. 

(11) The program is exempt from taxation. 

(12) On or before March 1 of each year, the commissioner shall evaluate the operation of the program 
and report to the governor and the legislature in writing the results of the evaluation. The report must include an 
estimate of future costs of the program, assessments necessary to pay those costs, the appropriateness of premiums 
charged by the program, the level of insurance retention under the program, the cost of coverage of small 
employers, and any recommendations for change to the plan of operation."

SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 


After being presented to the members of the House by Speaker Mercer, United States Representative Pat Williams 
was escorted to the rostrurn by Representatives Quilici and Shea and gave the following address: 


REPRESENTATIVE WILLIAMS’ ADDRESS 
To the Montana House of Representatives 
February 18, 1995 


Mister Speaker, ladies and gentlemen, members of Montana’s 54th Legislature, and my fellow Montanans. 


Thanks for inviting me. This visit marks the ninth time I have come before you. The Montana Legislature has been 
very gracious in your open invitation to Members of the Delegation. Thank you. 


It is now seventeen years since I accepted your first invitation to me - then a freshman. During those years 
Montanans have now elected me to more consecutive terms in the U. S. Congress than given to any other Montanan 
in our state’s history. 


During those years I, like all elected officials - like you - have gained understanding and sharpened my opinions. 
I have come to believe that we Montanans share certain common beliefs, and I’d like to share those thoughts with 
you. 


It was one hundred and ninety-five years ago this winter when Captains Meriwether Lewis and William Clark 
entered Montana near the confluence of the Missouri and the Yellowstone. The party consisted of thirty-three men 
and one young woman, Sacajawea, with her son. The woman, 18 years of age, of native people called the Snake, 
was the only member of President Jefferson’s historic expedition who could be said to be headed home to a people 
she knew. 


All of us throughout Montana, native and others alike, are descendants of those early travelers. These two centuries 
later we still explore; we still hunt and fish and trap. We learn, we agree, we dispute, we despair, we enjoy. We 
seek to understand. 


Despite our state’s vastness and its geographic differences, west to east; despite our state’s often competing 
economic interests; and even despite the very real political differences among our citizens, I believe that in the 
majority we Montanans share some important common themes. 


We want a thriving economy; good jobs at good salaries under safe working conditions. Our people know full well 
that this state cannot progress on jobs that pay only the minimum wage. In the past the understanding that we 
needed good paying jobs encouraged us to rely on the resource extraction industries for our financial underpinnings, 
and we understand that those industries are also a part of our future. Today, however, few Montanans would rely 
exclusively upon those industries alone to guide our economy into the next century. 


We have learned the hard lesson from boom and bust, followed by tie futile efforts to remake nature. I believe 
that we Montanans have now determined that the impetus of our economic growth must come from inside our state 
and our region; and ethic of place; growth that utilizes the energy and talents of our own people. Montanans 
understand that our early failures to initiate and determine our economic growth resulted-in Montana being treated 
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as an economic colony - and we have the scars to prove it. 


This relatively new ethic of place, has, of course, significant meaning for our small businesses as well as for our 
natural resource policies. During the past seventeen years I have come to know that Montanans are determined to 
protect this place. They want no more of despoiling the land and fouling our air and water. Montanans are 
committed to expanding the concepts of conservation to assure that we will pass on a green and flourishing estate 
to our decendents - so committed that we demanded it in our new state constitution. 


This determination is not political on the part of Montanans - it is practical. It reflects our late come recognition 
of the simple importance of protecting watersheds, habitats, fisheries, and agriculture land. It has to do with our 
common understanding that we are of the landscape. It defines us: our storytelling, our enterprise. Montana’s 
landscape is our celebration. In the struggle to preserve it we are conserving hope. 


Montana’s public schools are a tradition of which Montanans are proud, and which we also hold in common. Our 
citizens believe that good schools and good teachers are the right tasks for us because they provide our citizens with 
the skills of freedom. And while we recognize that the federal government has been correct to pursue the critical 
matter of equity in our schools through efforts such as Head Start and Pell Grants, we do not want the federal 
government deciding matters of curriculum, or which teachers are fit enough for our local school boards to hire. 
Nor do we want federal education officials deciding when or where our children shall pray. 


Along with education, Montanans, I believe also hold a common belief about government. Despite our 
understandable partisan differences, we share a common view of government generally and its role in our lives, 
especially government at the national level and especially now in these tumultuous closing days of the Twentieth 
Century. 


More perhaps than for most Americans, our links to the national government, the federal government, stretch back 
in time to the opening of our western frontiers and the defining role that the government had in it. 


More also than for most Americans, we Montanans witnessed and understood and enjoyed the singular and powerful 
help the national government asserted as an engine for prosperity and growth in this state. The evidence is ample 
and often physical and surrounds us and touches all of our lives, from the imposing dams that span our rivers and 
provide power and water for our farmers and ranchers and cheap electricity for all of us, the miles of wire that 
stretch across our remote countryside and bring light and conversation to our families, the ribbons of steel and 
pavement so critical to commerce and transportation, the airports that serve our major cities. 


In the jargon of bureaucracies it is called infrastructure, but in our state’s economic life it is the stabilizing flywheel 
that only the federal government could provide in encouraging development and productivity. 


But, make no mistake, Montanans also share a healthy reserve and reluctance about our neighbor the federal 
government, about its ever possible interference in our lives and ambitions. We have held this wariness for decades 
and we should continue to do so, not out of an exaggerated and inflamed fear but out of a normal, healthy, 
constructive determination to protect our civil liberties against government’s impulse to dominate. 


Montanans do not believe that the federal government is America’s enemy but we do know that there is a legitimate 
and frankly necessary place for consistent questioning and reasoned objections. 


We Montanans also share a common concern for a most recent phenomenon - the growth that is rippling through 
many of our communities. 
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Montana has had the simultaneous luxury and disadvantage of remoteness geographically from the outside, 
sequestered safely here high up in the northern rockies and on the plains, not always enjoying the rate of growth 
of neighboring states but sheltered in a way from its downside. 


Now growth - and change - are upon many of our communities and the ripples have become waves. Since the 1990 
census, Montana has already gained sixty thousand additional citizens, and nearly a dozen of our counties are 
growing at twice or even triple the rate of growth in the nation. 


Ravalli, the Gallatin, Lake, Jefferson, the Flathead, Sanders, Broadwater, Carbon and the Stillwater, Missoula and 
‘Mineral, Yellowstone and Park, here in Lewis and Clark, the growth is dramatic and the prognosis is for continued 
expansion. 


Of the newcomers who are helping swell those numbers, we have a traditional Montana curiosity and humor. My 
Irish friends in Butte have a term for new arrivals - they call them "blow-ins." The test, perhaps the test of our 
winters, will be whether these blow-ins become "stickers." We’ll see how many stickers there are. 


Montanans are not necessarily resistant to growth. We are, however, united in our desire that the growth reaches 
equitably to all of our citizens, that the accompanying prosperity benefits the many and not the few, that 
development does not despoil our water or our land or our air or shut us out of access to our own land - state and 
federal land. We want to be sure that the transforming pace of change does not alter the values and traditions and 
Montana way of life we treasure. 


Finally, our common anxiety about growth and change is understandable; it is born of the pride we hold in common 
for this last best place, a land so expansive in our imagination and aspirations. Anxiety and pride, perhaps different 
manifestations of the same love we share for this land. Love, not an emotional teen-age infatuation but a common 
love for Montana that binds us together as a people and reminds us of the special heritage we share in common and 
the promising future within our grasp. May we all do all we can to care for this land and its people. Thank you 
very much.

"39-71-117. Employer defined. (1) "Employer" means: 

(a) the state and each county, city and county, city school district, irrigation district, all other districts 
established by law, and all public corporations and quasi-public corporations and public agencies therein and every 
person, every prime contractor, and every firm, voluntary association, and private corporation, including any public 
service corporation and including an independent contractor who has any person in service under any appointment 
or contract of hire, expressed or implied, oral or written, and the legal representative of any deceased employer or 
the receiver or trustee thereof of the deceased employer; 

(b) any association, corporation, or organization that seeks permission and meets the requirements set by 
the department by rule for a group of individual employers to operate as self-insured under plan No. 1 of this 
chapter; and 

(c) any nonprofit association or corporation or other entity funded in whole or in part by federal, state, 
or local government funds that places community service participants, as defined in 39-71-1184)49(1)(e), with 
nonprofit organizations or associations or federal, state, or local government entities. 

(2) A temporary service contractor is the employer of a temporary worker for premium and loss 
experience purposes. 

(3) An employer defined in subsection (1) who utilizes the services of a worker furnished by another 
person, association, contractor, firm, or corporation, other than a temporary service contractor, is presumed to be 
the employer for workers’ compensation premium and loss experience purposes for work performed by the worker. 
The presumption may be rebutted by substantial credible evidence of the following:

(4) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (3), an interstate or intrastate common or contract motor 
carrier doing business in this state who utilizes drivers in this state is considered the employer, is liable for workers’ 
compensation premiums, and is subject to loss experience rating in this state unless: 

(a) the driver in this state is certified as an independent contractor as provided in 39-71-401(3); or 

(b) the person, association, contractor, firm, or corporation furnishing drivers in this state to a motor 
carrier has obtained workers’ compensation insurance on the drivers in Montana both at the inception of employment 
and during all phases of the work perform 


Section 3. Section 39-71-744, MCA, is amended to read:

"Section 3. Section 13-15-202, MCA, is amended to read: 

"13-15-202. Counting votes cast -- pollbook. (1) (a) When the procedures required by 13-15-201 are 
completed, the election judges shall count and determine the votes cast for each individual, except as provided in 
subsection (1)(b). 

(b) The judges may not count or record write-in votes for candidates who have not filed a declaration of 
intent as provided in 13-10-211, except for write-in votes cast: 

(i) for the office of precinct committeeman or committeewoman in a primary election; 

(ii) for an office for which no candidate has filed a declaration or petition for nomination or a declaration 
of intent; or ' 

(iii) on a federal write-in absentee ballot as provided in 13-13-273. 

(2) In counting, the ballots shall be opened singly by one of the election judges and the contents read aloud 
to the other judges. 

(3) A ballot or part of a ballot is void and skal may not be counted if the elector’s choice cannot be 
determined. If part of a ballot is sufficiently plain to determine the elector’s intention, the election judges shall count 
that part. Except as provided in 13-10-211(4), a write-in vote may be counted only if the write-in vote identifies 
an individual by any of the designations filed pursuant to 13-10-211(1)(a). 

(4) As the ballots are read, two judges must write on a tally sheet the name of every individual and the 
office voted for and keep tallies of the number of votes for each individual, except as provided in subsection (1)(b). 

(5) The tally sheets shall be compared and their correctness ascertained, and the judges shall immediately 
write in the pollbook: 

(a) the names of all individuals who received votes; 

(b) the offices for which they received votes; 

(c) total votes received by each individual as shown by the tally sheets. 

(6) In making the count in precincts where voting machines are used, the votes cast by absentee ballot shall 
be added to the votes cast on the voting machines. 

(7) A ballot or vote rejected by the election judges may not be included in the count.""

(3) Ifa livestock owner elects to be taxed on a prorated basis, the tax on livestock that are moved interstate 
must be prorated according to the ratio of the number of months the livestock have taxable situs in the county to 
the total number of months in the taxable year. Livestock must be prorated as provided in this section regardless 
of when the livestock gain taxable situs in the county during the taxable year. 

(4) Subject to the provisions of 15-16-603 through 15-16-605, a taxpayer whose nonexempt livestock are 
assessed under subsection (3) for a period longer than the actual number of months that the livestock have taxable 
situs in the state is entitled to a refund. The amount of the refund is equal to the difference between the original 
prorated amount paid and the subsequent amount owed after the actual number of tax situs months are determined 
at the end of the tax year. A taxpayer shall apply for a refund allowed under this subsection by January 31 following 
the year of assessment. The application must include a statement showing the date when the livestock were moved 
out of the state. 

(5) A taxpayer whose nonexempt livestock are assessed under subsection (3) for a period shorter than the 
actual number of months that the livestock have taxable situs is subject to additional taxes for the number of 
additional months that the livestock has taxable situs in the state.

Speaker Mercer introduced Andrea Irey of Bozeman High School. She presented the following speech in honor 
of Women’s History Month: 


I am honored to be before you today, speaking in recognition of Women’s History Month. This month 
has been set aside to celebrate the contributions of women like Lucretia Mott, but their first major victory came 75 
years ago with the ratification of the 19th Amendment, granting women the right to vote. This victory was due to 
the efforts and struggles of suffragettes like Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Anna Howard Shaw. Women’s suffrage 
became a stepping stone for future successes, for women felt that only in a true democracy does everyone have 
voice. As a speech competitor and a young adult I understand the importance of having that voice. 1916 was our 
own Jeannette Rankin exercised her voice to become the first woman elected to the U.S. Congress, and later the 
voice became louder with the appointment of Sandra Day O’Connor to the U.S. Supreme Court. Now we are in 
the 1990’s and look around, there are women legislators using their voices to represent Montanans here in Helena. 
And in Washington D.C. - women are representing Americans there as well, and who knows? Some day we may 
even have a woman president, although some feel we already do. I can say that because I am a great admirer of 
Hillary Clinton. Seeing the successes of these women, I realize the opportunities my future holds are endless; and 
as I face the next step of my life, the words of Susan B. Anthony help me to understand that the only fear I need 
to have is not standing by the thing I believe is right. 

In my life right now I am not limited to gender-specific classes in school nor am I limited to gender-specific 
extracurricular activities after school. In fact the 35-member Bozeman High state championship speech and debate 
team consists of 14 boys and 21 girls. And as I pursue my future aspirations, I know that I will not be limited to 
gender-specific occupations either. Not only do I owe these opportunities to the women of our history who 
struggled to make my future better, but also to legislators like yourselves who serve here in this Capitol building 
to make the future for Montanans better. I recognize from the example set by these women as well as by all of you, 
that the ideal I too should strive for is making the future better for later generations. In the words of poet Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, "to know that one life has breathed easier because I have lived is to have succeeded."

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In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return House Bill 298, "AN ACT INCREASING THE NUMBER OF HOURS A RETIREE MAY 
RETURN TO COVERED EMPLOYMENT UNDER THE PUBLIC EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
PRIOR TO A TEMPORARY REDUCTION IN SERVICE RETIREMENT BENEFITS; INCREASING THE 
EARNINGS LIMITATION FOR RETIRED MEMBERS WHO ARE 65 YEARS OF AGE AND OLDER; 
PROVIDING AN EXCEPTION’ AMENDING SECTION 19-3-1106, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE." i 


Section 19-3-1106, MCA, provides that retired members of the Public Employees’ Retirement System (PERS) under 
the age of 65 may return to employment covered by the retirement system for a limited number of hours without 
any effect to the retiree’s retirement benefits. For retired members who are 65 years or older when they return to 
employment covered by PERS, their benefits will not be affected if they either abide by the cap on hours worked 
or they do not exceed a certain salary when added to their PERS benefits. The retirees must file monthly reports 
of hours worked and compensation earned to the PERS Board. 


House Bill 298 includes an amendment which exempts retired members who are 70 1/2 years of age and older from 
the operation of section 19-3-1106, MCA. I understand that the intent of this amendment was to allow elderly 
retired PERS members to re-enter the workforce without being subject to the law’s reporting requirements and the 
restrictions on hours worked and compensation earned. However, as the bill now reads, subsection (5) makes the 
’ limited reemployment law altogether inapplicable to elderly retired PERS members. The amendment would prohibit 
retired PERS members from reentering the work force at all without a reduction of retirement benefits. 


The sponsor of House Bill 298, Representative Galvin, is in agreement that the bill be returned with an amendment 
that would correct the problem described above.

(c) aperson receiving on-the-job vocational rehabilitation training or other on-the-job training under a state 
or federal vocational training program, whether or not under an appointment or contract of hire with an employer 
as defined in this chapter and whether or not receiving payment from a third party. However, this subsection does 
not apply to students enrolled in vocational training programs as outlined in this subsection while they are on the 
premises of a public school or community college. 

(d) students enrolled and in attendance in programs of vocational-technical education at designated 
vocational-technical centers; 

(e) an aircrew member or other person employed as a volunteer under 67-2-105; 

(f) a person, other than a juvenile as defined in subsection (1)(b), performing community service for a 
nonprofit organization or association or for a federal, state, or local government entity under a court order, or an 
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order from a hearings officer as a result of a probation or parole violation, whether or not under appointment or 
contract of hire with an employer as defined in this chapter and whether or not receiving payment from a third 
party.

(2) The terms defined in subsection (1) do not include a person whb is: 

(a) participating in recreational activity and who at the time is relieved of and is not performing prescribed 
duties, regardless of whether the person is using, by discount or otherwise, a pass, ticket, permit, device, or other 
emolument of employment; or 

(b) performing voluntary service at a recreational facility and who receives no compensation for those 
services other than meals, lodging, or the use of the recreational facilities. 

(3) The term "volunteer firefighter" means a firefighter who is an enrolled and active member of a fire 
company organized and funded by a county, a rural fire district, or a fire service area. 

(4) (a) If the employer is a partnership or sole proprietorship, the employer may elect to include as an 
employee within the provisions of this chapter any member of the partnership or the owner of the sole proprietorship 
devoting full time to the partnership or proprietorship business. 

(b) In the event of an election, the employer must serve upon the employer’s insurer written notice naming 
the partners or sole proprietor to be covered and stating the level of compensation coverage desired by electing the 
amount of wages to be reported, subject to the limitations in subsection (4)(d). A partner or sole proprietor is not 
considered an employee within this chapter until notice has been given. 

(c) A change in elected wages must be in writing and is effective at the start of the next quarter following 
notification. 

(d) All weekly compensation benefits must be based on the amount of elected wages, subject to the 
minimum and maximum limitations of this subsection. For premium ratemaking and for the determination of weekly 
wage for weekly compensation benefits, the electing employer may elect not less than $900 a month and not more 
than 1 1/2 times the average weekly wage as defined in this chapter. 

(5) The trustees of a rural fire district, a county governing body providing rural fire protection, or the 
county commissioners or trustees for a fire service area may elect to include as an employee within the provisions 
of this chapter any volunteer firefighter. A volunteer firefighter who receives workers’ compensation coverage under 
this section may not receive disability benefits under Title 19, chapter 17. 

(6) An Except as provided in [sections 1 through 17], an employee or worker in this state whose services 
are furnished by a person, association, contractor, firm, or corporation, other than a temporary service contractor, 
to an employer as defined in 39-71-117 is presumed to be under the control and employment of the employer. This 
presumption may be rebutted as provided in 39-71-117(3). 

(7) For purposes of this section, an "employee or worker in this state" means: 

(a) a resident of Montana who is employed by an employer and whose employment duties are primarily 
carried out or controlled within this state; 

(b) a nonresident of Montana whose principal employment duties are conducted within this state on a 
regular basis for an employer; 

(c) a nonresident employee of an employer from another state engaged in the construction industry, as 
defined in 39-71-116, within this state; or 

(d) anonresident of Montana who does not meet the requirements of subsection (7)(b) and whose employer 
elects coverage with an insurer that allows an election for an employer whose: 

(i) nonresident employees are hired in Montana; 
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(ii) nonresident employees’ wages are paid in Montana; 

(iii) nonresident employees are supervised in Montana; and 

(iv) business records are maintained in Montana. 

(8) An insurer may require coverage for all nonresident employees of a Montana employer who do not

The department shall give 
reasonable notice to the taxpayer of the time and place of the review. After the review, the department shall 
determine the true-and correct appraisal and classification of the land or improvements and notify the taxpayer of 
its determination.

When the proper appraisal and classification have been determined, the land must be classified and the 
improvements appraised in the manner ordered by the department.

The legislature reduced the SRS budget by 25 FTE and $412,500 general fund and $412,500 federal funds in fiscal 
1997 in anticipation of passage and approval of SB 345 (reorganization of human services and public health 
agencies). This amendment increases savings due to SB 345 by an additional 5 percent of total personal services 
costs and reallocates the savings to the Department of Family Services for grants to local communities to provide 
programs for difficult to serve children and to the Department of Health and Environmental Sciences for grants to 
local public health care. Reductions allocated to SRS increase by 143.94 FTE, $2,281,166 general fund and 
$2,281,166 federal funds in fiscal 1997, based on the average cost of and funding for an FTE included in the fiscal 
note. The savings are taken from the SRS budget, but language allows the executive branch to allocate the savings 
among programs in the new Department of Public Health and Human Services.

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(3) Within 6 months after a claim for refund is filed, the department shall examine the claim and either 
approve or disapprove it. If the claim is approved, the credit or refund must be made to the taxpayer within 60 days 
after the claim is approved. If the claim is disallowed, the department shall notify the taxpayer and a review of the 
determination of the department may be pursued as provided in 15-1-211. 

(4) Interest is allowed on overpayments at the same rate as charged on delinquent taxes. Interest is payable 
from the due date of the return or from the date of the overpayment, whichever date is later, to the date the 
department approves refunding or crediting of the overpayment. With respect to tax paid by withholding or by 
estimate, the date of overpayment is the date on which the return for the taxable year was due. Interest does not 
accrue on an overpayment if the taxpayer elects to have it applied to the taxpayer’s estimated tax for the succeeding 
taxable year. Interest does not accrue during any period the processing of a claim for refund is delayed more than 
30 days by reason of failure of the taxpayer to furnish information requested by the department for the purpose of 
verifying the amount of the overpayment. Interest is not allowed if: 

(a) the overpayment is refunded within 6-menths 45 days from the date the return is due or the date the 
return is filed, whichever date is later; 

(b) the overpayment results from the carryback of a net operating loss; or 

(c) the amount of interest is less than $1.

(B) in the case of married taxpayers filing jointly, if both taxpayers are receiving pension or annuity 
income or if only one taxpayer is receiving pension or annuity income, the exclusion claimed as provided in 
subsection (2)(c)(i) must be reduced by $2 for every $1 of federal adjusted gross income in excess of $30,000 as 
shown on their joint return; 

- (d) all Montana income tax refunds or tax refund credits; 
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(e) gain required to be recognized by a liquidating corporation under 15-31-113(1)(a)(ii); 

(f) all tips covered by section 3402(k) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended and applicable 
on January 1, 1983, received by persons for services rendered by them to patrons of premises licensed to provide 
food, beverage, or lodging; 

(g) all benefits received under the workers’ compensation laws; 

(h) all health insurance premiums paid by an employer for an employee if attributed as income to the 
employee under federal law; and 

(i) all money received because of a settlement agreement or judgment in a lawsuit brought against a 
manufacturer or distributor of "agent orange" for damages resulting from exposure to "agent orange". 

(3) A shareholder of a DISC that is exempt from the corporation license tax under 15-31-102(1)(1) shall 
include in his the shareholder’s adjusted gross income the earnings and profits of the DISC in the same manner as 
provided by federal law (section 995, Internal Revenue Code) for all periods for which the DISC election is 
effective. 

(4) A taxpayer who, in determining federal adjusted gross income, has reduced his business deductions 
by an amount for wages and salaries for which a federal tax credit was elected under section 44B of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 or as that section may be labeled or amended is allowed to deduct the amount of the wages 
and salaries paid regardless of the credit taken. The deduction must be made in the year the wages and salaries were 
used to compute the credit. In the case of a partnership or small business corporation, the deduction must be made 
to determine the amount of income or loss of the partnership or small business corporation. 

(5) Married taxpayers filing a joint federal return who must include part of their social security benefits 
or part of their tier 1 railroad retirement benefits in federal adjusted gross income may split the federal base used 
in calculation of federal taxable social security benefits or federal taxable tier 1 railroad retirement benefits when 
they file separate Montana income tax returns. The federal base must be split equally on the Montana return. 

(6) A taxpayer receiving retirement disability benefits who has not attained age 65 by the end of the taxable 
year and who has retired as permanently and totally disabled may exclude from adjusted gross income up to $100 
per week received as wages or payments in lieu of wages for a period during which the employee is absent from 
work due to the disability. If the adjusted gross income before this exclusion and before application of the 
two-earner married couple deduction exceeds $15,000, the excess reduces the exclusion by an equal amount. This 
limitation affects the amount of exclusion, but not the taxpayer’s eligibility for the exclusion. If eligible, married 
individuals shall apply the exclusion separately, but the limitation for income exceeding $15,000 is determined with 
respect to the spouses on their combined adjusted gross income.

After being presented to the members of the House by Speaker Mercer, United States Senator Max Baucus was 
escorted to the rostrum by Representatives Peck and H. Hanson and gave the following address: 


ADDRESS TO THE MONTANA STATE LEGISLATURE 


Senator Max Baucus 
Helena, Montana 


March 18, 1995 


Good morning. Speaker Mercer, President Brown, and members of our 54th Legislature, I thank you for 
inviting me to speak this morning. 


And I thank you for your service to our state. You are Democrats and Republicans, conservatives and 
liberals. You come from the ranch, the classroom, the sawmill and the law office. Some of you are eighth- 
generation Montanans. Some are newcomers. Some of your families have been on Montana soil for five thousand 
years. But as our Governor said a few weeks ago, in Montana our similarities far outweigh our differences. 


As the poet Dante Alighieri wrote, seven hundred years ago: 


"Let there be no doubt in the mind of the man who has benefitted from the common heritage, but 
does not trouble to contribute to the common good, that he is failing sadly in his duty." 


Our parents and our grandparents understood that. They lived by it. They left us a tradition of civility 
nd small-town decency. A natural heritage of clean air, clean water and Ses natural wonder. A belief in open 
government, freedom and democracy. 


That is an extraordinary legacy. No sum of money could buy it. And in our times as in theirs, its 


preservation depends on an informed, involved citizenry. We Montanans still understand that, and we still live by 
it. And this, the people’s Legislature, is proof enough. 
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A FUNDAMENTAL DEBATE 


I hope and I have faith that these Montana values will never change. But much else in the world is 
changing very quickly. 


Modern roads, new telecommunications services, cable TV and satellite dishes, computers and modems, 
all combine to bring us closer to the big cities and the world markets than ever before. The end of the Cold War 
has changed our entire country’s role in the world. Businesses are changing their ways to keep up. And 
government must do the same. 


And thus, a fundamental, healthy debate has begun about the role of government. What role should 
government play in this new era? How can we make it more efficient? Which programs have run their course, 
and which services are still essential? 


Montanans are debating these question in their homes; on the job; and here in the Legislature. At times 
these are heated debates. But as I think about them, and discuss them with my family, and listen to the views of 
Montanans, I find three basic principles on which most of us agree. 

First, government must live within its means. 

Second, government still has essential responsibilities. 

And third, government must be closer and more responsive to the people. 


THE BALANCED BUDGET AMENDMENT 


Let us start with the first. The government -- in particular, the federal government -- must live within its 
means. 


Every year since 1981, we have borrowed between $150 and $200 billion. In that time, our national debt 
grew to nearly five trillion dollars. And it is still growing about 5% a year, faster than our economy will grow in 
the foreseeable future. So every year, the debt is bigger relative to our economy and interest rates swallow more 
of our national income. 


Last year, for the first time, federal new interest payments topped $200 billion. Next year it will be $260 
billion -- a thousand dollars for every American man, woman and child. Our country simply cannot live with that. 
And that is why I came to support the Balanced Budget Amendment. 

LIVING WITHIN OUR MEANS 

Whether or not this Amendment ultimately passes, Washington must learn to live within its means. And 
that will mean some pain here at home -- where for every dollar we pay in federal taxes, a dollar and fifty-one cents 
comes back. But we can begin by simply cutting wasteful government spending. 

Last year I looked into overspending on federal courthouses. I found judges in Boston, Phoenix and New 
York spending our taxpayers’ money on rosewood panelling for their offices and private kitchens. And I cut $180 
million out of their budgets. 


The intelligence services’ National Reconnaissance Office in Northern Virginia, with a sauna and a 
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fountain. Twelve million dollars for "TV Marti" to broadcast "Laverne and Shirley" reruns to Cuba at 3:00 a.m. 


The Army Corps of Engineers. Taking thousands of acres of the best bottom land in the world from 
Roosevelt, McCone and Richland counties and washing it into Lake Sakakawea. Costing us millions in tourism 
revenue at the Fort Peck Reservoir and the CMR. Taking our water year after year after year. 


The Corps has committed abuses of such magnitude that, as Ken Byerly of the Lewistown News Argus puts 
it, fixing the problem is "a job as big as eating an elephant." Well, we’re firing up the grill and ready to carve 
some steaks. And it may take years, but we will do the job. 


Beyond this, however, there will be hard, painful decisions ahead. The Department of Agriculture is 
shutting some Montana field offices this year. I think they had to do it. Their decision makes sense, and we will 
see more like it in the future. 


GOING TOO FAR 


But our state has a valuable tradition of moderation. We reject extremism. We believe in balance. And we know 
that just like spending, cutting can go too far. As we eliminate the programs we don’t need, we must protect the 
services we do need. . 


We need to make investments in the education of our children today if we want Montana to prosper 
tomorrow. 


Last year, a federal grant helped Superintendent Svee buy a new.computer system for kids in the Hardin 
School District. Another grant put the Townsend Library on the Internet. Federal help buys lunch and breakfast 
for young children all across the state. That is money well spent. For the federal government to cut it out would 
be wrong. 


Here at home we must protect and invest in our public schools and universities. Our children deserve the 
same chance for success as kids from California, New York and Japan. We must never tell them to leave the Big 
Sky if they want their shot at the dream. 


So I hope this Legislature will give our education system the support it needs. Whether it is the overall 
university budget, or specific items like matching funds for the Bioscience Building at Montana State which Pat and 
Conrad and I worked together to fund, the money is worth it. Our schools need your support. 


In other areas, cuts can hurt as well as help. Last year, for example, the Forest Service decided to move 
Region One to Denver, hundreds of miles from the woods they’re supposed to manage. Amtrak Empire Builder 
service on the Hi-line to four days a week at the height of the ski season. The USDA wants to eliminate research 
on leafy spurge -- a disease that costs producers $144 million a year -- at the Sidney Research Station. Penny-wise, 
pound foolish mistakes. 


The Air Force wants to move the tanker squadron at Malmstrom to MacDill Airfield in Florida. That takes 
1,000 jobs out of Great Falls and -- more important -- weakens our defense. And President Clinton wants to sell 
the Western Area Power Administration, raising electric rates on small business and families. 
ESSENTIAL SERVICES 


All this illustrates the second principle -- that there are some essential services that only government can 
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provide. Education in one. 

Highways are another. Our farms, ranches, mines and mills need to be linked to the market with the best, 
most modern roads in the world. That costs money. When my National Highway System bill passes, the federal 
government will send us $82 million a year. The roads it builds will contribute to our economy for decades. And 
each year, it will create three thousand construction jobs. High-paying new jobs that help us keep our kids at home. 
Does anyone imagine that we are better off refusing to invest that money? 

What else must government do? 

Protect senior citizens by keeping Social Security and Medicare strong. 

Help small towns promote economic development, as the EDA did last year when mills closed in Libby 
and Superior, and A&S Industries on the Fort Peck Reservation needed help converting from military to civilian 


industry. 


Make sure we have clean air, clean water and clean neighborhoods. People in Billings deserve fresh air. 
People on the Clark Fork deserve safe drinking water. 


Guarantee food safety. 

Offer unemployment insurance and job training to working people in a tough spot. 

Support our agriculture with a sound farm program. 

Put police on the street to help our town, counties and reservations keep their neighborhoods safe. 

Keep the nation secure and pay the debt to our military veterans. 

These are essential services. Our communities -- our state -- our nation -- need them. Our parents were 
willing to sacrifice to give us good educations. To keep our neighborhoods clean and safe. And to defend America. 
Because they sacrificed, we have the good life we now enjoy. And we must do the same for the next generation 
of Montana children. 


CLOSER TO THE PEOPLE 


And the third principle is this. While government has essential tasks, it does them best when it is closest 
to the people. 


That’s why I spend so much time walking. Out on the roads, you meet a lot of people. They tell you 
what’s on their mind. What’s going wrong, what’s right. Where they need help and -- more often -- where they 
want to be left alone. 


As our Founders understood, ordinary, middle-class people are pretty good at running their lives. And 
when government gets too big and adds too many layers of bureaucracy, it starts to forget that. It tries to do too 


much. And it starts to push people around instead of helping them out. 


Here is an example. A month ago, some loggers who work in the Flathead, Kootenai and Bitterroot forests 
called my staffer Sue Tillett to a meeting. They said that OSHA, the Occupational Safety and Health 
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Administration, had ordered them to buy steel-toed, chainsaw-resistant boots to protect their feet. They had two 
weeks grace, and after that it was no boots, no work. 


Well, steel-toed boots may sound good to someone at a desk in Washington. But here in Montana, they 
can make the job more dangerous, not less. On a cold day they make your feet go numb. When your feet go numb 
out on a steep hill, you can slip and fall. And that’s no joke when you’re holding a live chainsaw. 


Because these loggers acted so fast, I was able to get to the Secretary of Labor. He agreed to stop the 
regulations, and last week he wrote me to say he wants to meet with the loggers personally. And though we’re not 
done yet, I think we’ll get a happy ending. 


But the fact is, nobody at a desk in Washington should be telling people in the Flathead what kind of shoes 
to wear. Our middle-class people -- the people who work, pay taxes, and keep the country going -- the people 
government is meant to serve -- understand their needs better than anyone else. 


That’s why I want to give Governor Racicot and people like Mayor Kurkowski of Miles City the power 
to say "no" to big city garbage entrepreneurs who want to dump on our prairie towns. Listen to their plan. 


Trash would come in on empty coal trains running back out of Minneapolis. Each train 110 cars long, and 
each car fifty feet long, ten feet wide and eleven feet high. In total, a giant garbage snake over a mile long, 
shedding rotten food, broken glass and used diapers into the Yellowstone River at every bend in the track. Imagine 
that steaming into a small town on a hot summer day like a dry land Leviathan. It is a scandal. And Miles City 
should have the right to say "no." 


So whenever possible, decisions should be local. And if they have to be national, people who make them 
need to get away from the bureaucracy. They should meet the people in person. 


That’s why I asked Mr. Reich to meet the Flathead loggers about OSHA. And it is why, when our Hi-line 
grain producers went through the flood of Canadian wheat, I brought a few of them to the White House to meet 
Mike Espy and Bob Rubin. And that got results. A year ago, three hundred Canadian grain trucks a week were 
crossing the border at the Port of Sweetgrass. Once we almost hit four hundred. Today it’s down to thirty a week. 

LUCKY TO BE MONTANANS 


But things like that don’t happen often enough. A lot of Montanans are angry at the federal government. 
They are right to be angry. Government doesn’t listen very much. Bureaucrats and special interests are too © 
powerful. 


And we have challenges that go well beyond government. The cost of health insurance. The price of 
housing. The slow growth of Montana incomes. 


We must address those problems. WE must work together to remedy those complaints. But every once 
in a while, we should also stop to appreciate our blessings. 


We are lucky to be Americans. 
We are at peace. For the first time in over sixty years -- for the first time since Adolf Hitler took power 


in 1933 -- America faces not a single deadly foreign threat. 
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‘We are prosperous. America’s economy is booming; growing faster and creating more jobs than it has 
in a decade. 


And we are lucky to be Montanans. 


We live in the most beautiful place in the world. The land of the bear, the eagle and the cutthroat trout. 
Of wooded mountains and blue ribbon streams. As I walk our roads -- through a snowfall from Livingston over 
the windy hill to Bozeman -- down the Lewis and Clark route from Helena to the Missouri headwaters at Three 
Forks -- I appreciate it all the more. 


We are decent people. I will never forget the waitress I met on a walk down the Bitterroot Valley to 
Hamilton last month. She was in her 60’s, in a little coffee shop in Florence. Her husband had died a few years 
earlier. Ever since, she needed to work to replace the pension, and help support a sick daughter. She asked if I 
could help her with SSI. I said of course I would, but then she said she didn’t want any special treatment, because 
a lot of people are worse off and needed help more. 


We are good neighbors, in an age when so much of our country is beset by crime and the breakdown of 
civility. Billings stood as one against the skinheads and hate groups who targeted our Jewish community. The 
whole state came together in the effort to bring the MICRON company to Butte. 


And our old-fashioned values are alive and well. In Montana, character counts more than money. People 
think more about their children than themselves. The basic principles of democracy are reality. 


As the Athenian statesman Pericles said: 

"Our city is called a democracy because it is governed by the many, not the few. In the realm 

of private disputes everyone is equal before the law, but when it is a matter of public honors each 

man is preferred not on the basis of his class but of his good reputation and his merit. No one, 

moreover, if he has it in him to do some good for the city, is barred because of poverty or humble 

origins." 

That is still true here in the last, best place. All of you today are living proof -- from old veterans like 
Bob Brown, Hal Harper, "Red" Menahan and Joe Quilici; to those who just went through your first transmittal a 
few weeks ago. 

May the Lord bless your work and continue to lend his grace to the land we love so much.

(a) the practice of promoting or opposing the introduction or enactment of legislation before the legislature 
or the members of the legislature by a person other than a member of the legislature or a public official; and 

(b) the practice of promoting or opposing official action by any public official. 

(7) “Lobbying for hire" includes activities of the officers, agents, attorneys, or employees of a principal 
who are paid, reimbursed, or retained by the principal and whose duties include lobbying. If an individual is 
reimbursed only for his personal living and travel expenses, which together are less than $1,000 per calendar year, 
that individual is not considered to be lobbying for hire. 

(8) (a) "Lobbyist" means a person who engages in the practice of lobbying for hire. 

(b) Lobbyist does not include: 

(i) an individual acting solely on his own behalf; or 

(ii) an individual working for the same principal as a licensed lobbyist if the individual does not have 
personal contact involving lobbying with a public official on behalf of his principal. 

(c) Nothing in this section deprives an individual not lobbying for hire of the constitutional right to 
communicate with public officials. 

(9) "Payment" means distribution, transfer, loan, advance, deposit, gift, or other rendering made or to 
be made of money, property, or anything of value. 

(10) "Payment to influence official action" means any of the following types of payment: 

(a) direct or indirect payment to a lobbyist by a principal, such as salary, fee, compensation, or 
reimbursement for expenses, excluding personal living expenses; or 

(b) payment in support of or assistance to a lobbyist or a lobbying activity, including but not limited to 
the direct payment of expenses incurred at the request or suggestion of the lobbyist. 

(11) "Person" means an individual, corporation, association, firm, partnership, state or local government 
or subdivision of state or local government, or other organization or group of persons. 

(12) "Principal" means a person who employs a lobbyist. 

(13) "Public official" means an individual, elected or appointed, acting in his an official capacity for the 
state government. The term does not include those acting in a judicial or quasi-judicial capacity or performing 
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ministerial acts. 

(14) "Unprofessional conduct" means: 

(a) violating any of the provisions of this chapter; 

(b) instigating action by a public official for the purpose of obtaining employment; 

(c) attempting to influence the action of a public official on a measure pending or to be proposed by: 

(i) promising financial support; or 

(ii) making public any unsubstantiated charges of improper conduct on the part of a lobbyist, a principal, 
or a legislator; or 

(d) attempting to knowingly deceive a public official with regard to the pertinent facts of an official matter 
or attempting to knowingly misrepresent pertinent facts of an official matter ‘to a public official."

(c) provide personnel administration for the legislative branch. The senate and the house of representatives 
or a consolidated entity with statutory hiring authority may hire its own nonadministrative personnel, subject to 
administrative procedures established by the legislature and legislative council.

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initially hire administrative support personnel on behalf of a consolidated entity of the legislative branch. 

(3) The legislative council shall allocate office space occupied by the legislative branch for the use of a 
consolidated entity as necessary. Space occupied by the senate or the house of representatives may not be 
reallocated except upon approval of the respective house as provided in the rules of that house. The location of the 
chambers of the house of representatives and the senate must be determined as provided by 2-17-101.

(2) The department may from time to time fix the prices at which the various classes, varieties, and brands 
of liquor and table wine may be sold, and prices must be the same at all state stores. 

(3) (a) State liquor stores must be considered for closure, conversion, or sale only when a store lease 
expires. Prior to the expiration of a lease, the department may conduct a financial profitability analysis using the 
criteria in subsection (1)(c)(i). In computing profit levels of state-operated stores, the costs of the licensing bureau 
and the legal and enforcement division, other than inspection costs directly attributable to liquor stores, may not be 
included as expenses. The revenue—oversight legislative finance committee must be informed of all plans for 
conversion, sale, or closure of state liquor stores. 

(b) Agency stores may not be located in or adjacent to grocery stores in communities with populations over 
3,000. This provision is applicable only to agency agreements entered into after May 11, 1987. 

(4) Agency stores must receive commissions based on adjusted gross sales as follows: 

(a) a 10% commission for agencies in communities with less than 3,000 in population; 

(b) a commission established by competitive bidding for agencies in communities with 3,000 or more in 
population. 

(5) An agency franchise agreement must: 

(a) be effective for a 10-year period and may be renewed every 10 years if the requirements of the agency 
franchise agreement have been satisfactorily performed; 

(b) require the agent to maintain comprehensive general liability insurance and liquor liability insurance 
throughout the term of the agency franchise agreement in an amount established by the department of administration. 
The insurance policy must: 

(i) declare the department as an additional insured; and 

(ii) hold the state harmless and agree to defend and indemnify the state in a cause of action arising from 
or in connection with the agent’s negligent acts or activities in the execution and performance of the agency 
franchise agreement. : 

(c) require the agent to provide performance security in an amount equal to the average monthly value of 
inventory at cost based on the most recent 12-month period of inventory value at the agency store location or, if 
a 12-monih history is not available, the department’s estimate of the average value; and 

(d) specify the reasonable service and space requirements that the agent will provide throughout the term 
of the agency franchise agreement. 

(6) The commission percentage that the department pays the agent under an agency franchise agreement 
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may be reviewed every 5 years at the request of either party. If the agent concurs, the department may adjust the 
commission percentage to be paid during the remaining term of the agency franchise agreement to a commission 
percentage that is equal to the average commission percentage being paid agents with similar sales volumes if: 

(a) the agent’s commission percentage is less than the average; and 

(b) all the requirements of the agency franchise agreement have been satisfactorily performed. 

(7) The liability insurance and performance security requirements may be reviewed every 5 years at the 
request of either the agent or the department. If the agent concurs, the department may adjust the requirements to 
be effective during the remaining term of the agency franchise agreement if the adjustments adequately protect the 
state from risks associated with the loss of state assets or from the agent’s negligent acts or activities in the 
execution and performance of the agency franchise agreement. The amount of insurance coverage may not be less 
than the minimum requirements of the department of administration. 

(8) (a) Except as provided in subsection (8)(b), an agency franahise agreement must be renewed for 
additional 10-year periods if the agent has satisfactorily performed all the requirements of the agency franchise 
agreement. Except for establishing the new term and except for a commission percentage that may be negotiated 
as provided in subsection (8)(b), changes in the agency franchise agreement as a result of a renewal may not be 
made unless the agent and the department mutually agree. 

(b) If at least 90 days prior to the expiration of a 10-year agency franchise agreement, the department 
determines that an adjustment of the commission percentage paid to the agent is in the best interests of the state, 
the department shall notify the agent of that determination. 

(c) If the agent does not concur with the department’s commission percentage adjustment, the department 
shall advertise for bids for the agency franchise at the adjusted commission percentage, subject to the provisions 
of this chapter. If bids from persons who meet the criteria provided in this chapter are received by the department 
for the agency franchise at the adjusted commission percentage, the agent under the existing franchise agreement 
has a preference right to renew the franchise agreement by concurring in the adjusted commission percentage. 

(d) If the agent under the existing franchise agreement declines to exercise the preference right under 
subsection (8)(c), the department shall enter into an agency franchise agreement as provided in this chapter with 
a person who accepted the adjusted commission percentage. 

(e) If the agent exercises the preference right and believes the adjusted commission percentage to be 
inadequate or not in the best interests of the state, the agent may request an administrative hearing. The request must 
contain a statement of reasons why the agent believes the commission percentage to be inadequate or not in the 
state’s best interests. The department shall grant the request for a hearing if it determines that the statement indicates 
evidence that the adjusted commission percentage is inadequate or not in the state’s best interests. The department 
may, after the hearing, adjust the commission percentage if the agent shows that the commission percentage is 
inadequate or not in the best interests of the state. If the department increases the commission percentage rate, the 
department shall set forth its findings and conclusions in writing and inform the agent and the other persons who 
offered to enter into an agency agreement at the adjusted commission rate. 

(9) The department may terminate an agency franchise agreement if the agent has not satisfactorily 
performed the requirements of the agency franchise agreement or in the following cases: 

(a) Except in the case of suspected theft or unauthorized use of state assets, the department shall give an 
agent 30 days’ notice of its intent to terminate the agency franchise agreement for cause and specify the unmet 
requirements.

(b) The term mental impairment does not include alcoholism or drug addiction and does not include any 
mental impairment, disease, or defect that has been asserted by the individual claiming the preference as a defense 
to any criminal charge. 

(5) "Position" means a permanent or seasonal position as defined in 2-18-101 for a state position or a 
similar permanent or seasonal position with a public employer other than the state.

Section 83. Section 85-2-436, MCA, is amended to read: 

"85-2-436. (Temporary) Water leasing study. (1) The department of fish, wildlife, and parks and the 
department, in consultation with the water-pelicy-cemmittee environmental quality council, shall conduct and 
coordinate a study that, at a minimum: 

(a) provides the following data for each designated stream reach and each pilot lease entered into under 
subsection (2): 

(i) the length of the stream reach and how it is determined; 

(ii) technical methods and data used to determine critical streamflow or volume needed to preserve 
fisheries; 

(iii) legal standards and technical data used to determine and substantiate the amount of water available 
for instream flows through leasing of existing rights; 

(iv) contractual parameters, conditions, and other steps taken to ensure that each lease in no way harms 
other appropriators, particularly if the stream is one that experiences natural dewatering; and 

(v) methods and technical means used to monitor use of water under each lease; 

(b) based on the data provided under subsection (1)(a), develops a complete model of a water lease and 
lease authorization that includes a step-by-step explanation of the process from initiation to completion. 

(2) For purposes of undertaking the study described in subsection (1) and as authorized by law, the 
department of fish, wildlife, and parks and the department may engage in the activities described in this subsection. 
For purposes of this study, this section is the exclusive means by which the department of fish, wildlife, and parks 
may seek to change an appropriation right to an instream flow purpose. 

(a) The department of fish, wildlife, and parks, with the consent of the commission, may lease existing 
rights for the purpose of maintaining or enhancing streamflows for the benefit of fisheries in stream reaches 
determined eligible by the board pursuant to 85-2-437. 

(b) Upon receipt of a correct and complete application for a lease from the department of fish, wildlife, 
and parks, the department shall publish notice of the application as provided in 85-2-307. Parties who believe they 
may be adversely affected by the proposed lease may file an objection as provided in 85-2-308. A lease may not 
be approved until all objections are resolved. After resolving all objections filed under 85-2-308, the department 
shall authorize a lease of an existing right for the purpose of maintaining or enhancing streamflows for the benefit 
of fisheries if the applicant submits a correct and complete application and meets the requirements of 85-2-402. 

(c) The application for a lease authorization must include specific information on the length and location 
of the stream reach in which the streamflow must be maintained or enhanced and must provide a detailed streamflow 
measuring plan that describes the points where and the manner in which the streamflow must be measured. 

(d) The maximum quantity of water that may be leased is the amount historically diverted by the lessor. 
However, only the amount historically consumed, or a smaller amount if specified by the department in the lease 
authorization, may be used to maintain or enhance streamflows below the lessor’s point of diversion. 

(e) The lease may not be issued for a term of more than 10 years, but it may be renewed once for up to 
10 years, except that a lease of water made available from the development of a water conservation or storage 
project is restricted to a term of not more than 20 years. Upon receiving notice of a lease renewal, the department 
shall notify other appropriators potentially affected by the lease and shall allow 30 days for submission of new 
evidence of adverse effects to other water rights. A lease authorization is not required for a renewal unless an 
appropriator other than an appropriator described in subsection (2)(i) submits evidence of adverse effects to the 
appropriator’s rights that has not been considered previously. If new evidence is submitted, a lease authorization 
must be obtained according to the requirements of 85-2-402. 

(f) During the term of the lease, the department may modify or revoke the lease authorization if an 
appropriator other than an appropriator described in subsection (2)(i) proves by a preponderance of evidence that 
the appropriator’s water right is adversely affected. 

(g) The priority of appropriation for a lease under this section is the same as the priority of appropriation 
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of the right that is leased. 

(h) Neither a change in appropriation right nor any other authorization is required for the reversion of the 
appropriation right to the lessor’s previous use. 

(i) A person issued a water use permit with a priority of appropriation after the date of filing of an 
application for a lease authorization under this section may not object to the exercise of the lease according to its 
terms or the reversion of the appropriation right to the lessor according to the lessor’s previous use. 

(j) The department of fish, wildlife, and parks shall pay all costs associated with installing devices or 
providing personnel to measure streamflows according to the measuring plan submitted under this section. 

(3) (a) The department of fish, wildlife, and parks shall complete and submit to the board, commission, 
and water-polcy-committes environmental quality council an annual study progress report by December 1 of each 
year. This report must include the applicable information listed in subsection (1) for each lease, a summary of 
stream reach designation activity under 85-2-437, and a summary of leasing activity on all designated streams. If 
the department of fish, wildlife, and parks has not leased additional water rights under this section by December 
1 of any year, the department of fish, wildlife, and parks shall provide compelling justification for that fact in the 
study progress report. 

(b) A final study report must be adopted by the Baar and commission and submitted to the water-peley 
committee environmental quality council, which shall complete the final report by December 1, 1998. 

(4) This section does not create the right for a person to bring suit to compel the renewal of a lease that 
has expired.

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cooperative agreement fund in accordance with the provisions of the other school funds parts of this title; 

(14) when applicable, administer any interlocal cooperative agreement, gifts, legacies, or devises in 
accordance with the provisions of the miscellaneous financial parts of this title; 

(15) hold in trust, acquire, and dispose of the real and personal property of the district in accordance with 
the provisions of the school sites and facilities part of this title; 

(16) operate the schools of the district in accordance with the provisions of the school calendar part of this 
title; 

(17) establish and maintain the instructional services of the schools of the district in accordance with the 
provisions of the instructional services, textbooks, vocational education, and special education parts of this title; 

(18) establish and maintain the school food services of the district in accordance with the provisions of 
the school food services parts of this title; 

(19) make reports from time to time as the county superintendent, superintendent of public instruction, 
and board of public education may require;

The resulting cost per pupil is the maximum permissible 
per-pupil expenditure in the budget amendment. 

(c) Determine the enrollment increase of the current school fiscal year by subtracting the number of pupils 
originally enrolled during the immediately preceding school fiscal year from the number of pupils enrolled for the 
current school year. The result is the enrollment increase for the current school fiscal year. 

(d) Multiply the cost per pupil determined in subsection (2)(b) by the enrollment increase determined in 
subsection (2)(c). The result is the maximum limitation on a budget amendment for amendments resulting from 
increased enrollment. 

(3) For other types of budget amendments, the budget amendment is limited to the expenditures considered 
by the trustees to be reasonable and necessary to finance the conditions of the budget amendment and the 
preliminary budget amendment must include the details of the proposed expenditures. 

(4) Whenever the trustees adopt a preliminary budget amendment for the transportation fund, the trustees 
shall attach to the budget amendment a copy of each transportation contract that is connected with the budget 
amendment and that has been prepared and executed in accordance with the school transportation contract laws. 

(5) After the trustees have adopted the budget amendment by a majority vote of the trustees, it must be 
signed by the chairman presiding officer of the trustees and the clerk of the district and copies must be sent to the

All interest collected on the deposits or investments must be credited to the 
fund from which the money was withdrawn, except that interest earned on account of the investment of money 
realized from the sale of bonds must be credited to the debt service fund or the building fund, at the discretion of 
the board of trustees. The placement of the investment by the county treasurer is not subject to ratable distribution 
laws and must be done in accordance with the directive from the board of trustees. A district may invest money 
under the state unified investment program established in Title 17, chapter 6. 

(5) cause the district to record each transaction in the appropriate account before the accounts are closed 
at the end of the fiscal year in order to properly report the receipt, use, and disposition of all money and property 
for which the district is accountable; 

(6) report annually to the county superintendent, not later than August 15, the financial activities of each 
fund maintained by the district during the last-completed last-completed school fiscal year, on the forms prescribed 
and furnished by the superintendent of public instruction department of administration. Annual fiscal reports for joint 
school districts must be submitted not later than September 1 to the county superintendent of each county in which 
part of the joint district is situated.

(8) cause the accounting records of the district to be audited as required by 2-7-503; and

(iv) any fund balance available for reappropriation as determined by subtracting the amount of the 
end-of-the-year fund balance earmarked as the retirement fund operating reserve for the ensuing school fiscal year 
by the trustees from the end-of-the-year fund balance in the retirement fund. The retirement fund operating reserve 
may not be more than 35% of the final retirement fund budget for the ensuing school fiscal year and must be used 
for the purpose of paying retirement fund warrants issued by the district under the final retirement fund budget; and 

(v) any other revenue anticipated that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school 
fiscal year, excluding any guaranteed tax base aid. 
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(b) notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (8), subtracting the money available for reduction of the 
levy requirement, as determined in subsection (3)(a), from the budgeted amount for expenditures in the final 
retirement fund budget. 

(4) The county superintendent shall: 

(a) total the net retirement fund levy requirements separately for all elementary school districts, all high 
school districts, and all community college districts of the county, including any prorated joint district or special 
education cooperative agreement levy requirements; and 

(b) report each levy requirement to the county commissioners on the fourth Monday of August as the 
respective county levy requirements for elementary district, high school district, and community college district 
retirement funds.

(3) The county superintendent shall report the net nonoperating fund levy requirement and any net debt 
service fund levy requirement determined under the provisions of 20-9-439 to the county commissioners on the 
fourth Monday of August, and such the levies shat must be made on the district by the county commissioners in 
accordance with 20-9-142."

(b) pupils who have become eligible transportees since the adoption of the preliminary budget because their 
legal residence has been changed. The budgeted contingency amount may not exceed 10% of the transportation 
schedule amount as calculated under the provisions of 20-10-141 and 20-10-142 for all transportation services 
authorizec: by the schedules and provided by the district unless 10% of the transportation schedule amount is less 
than $100, in which case $100 is the maximum limitation for the budgeted contingency amount. 

(3) A budget amendment to the transportation fund budget may be adopted subject to the provisions of 
20-9-161 through 20-9-166. 
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(4) The transportation fund budgeted expenditures appropriated by the trustees must be reported on the 
regular budget form prescribed by the superinteadent-ofpublicinstruction department of administration in 
accordance with 20-9-103, and the adoption of the transportation fund budget must be completed in accordance with 
the school budgeting laws. When the adopted preliminary budget is sent to the county superintendent, the trustees 
shall also send copies of all completed transportation contracts for school bus transportation and individual 
transportation to the county superintendent.
